FEATURE of the MONTH 
DEFINITIONS of PROPAGATION TERMS 

From the definitions of some of the top TV DKERS we. have compiled the following 
definitions of the differont modes of propagation, endeavoring to mke them the most 
accurate to date, We hepe these will be considered as a stardard for reference be. 
tween DXers, especially for those of us who are new and inexperienced, If your def- 
initicns differ from these, please send them to us, : 


SPORADIC -E SKIP (Es) is the refraction of the TV signol from the E layer of the inos-~ 
phere (about 70 miles high), during periods of freak high ionization in spots, During 
periods of wide ionization, double or triple hops, or "skips" may occur, 

METEOR SCATTER (MS) is the refraction of the TV signal by ionized gas from meteors, 
veporized by friction, as they pass through the ionosphere. (Tor practical purposes 
this ineludes other forms of scatter,) 

TROPOSPHERIC BINDING is the ducting or bending of the TV signal along the earth's 
surface, It usually oceurs along the western or southern edges of a slowly moving 
High pressure area (fair weather) prior to the arrival of a storm, It is the result 
oS change in the reflective ability cf the troposphere (the lowest layer @ the at~ 
mosphere where most weather cecurs), ot shorp beundaries betweon different air masses 
(Highs and Lows), 

F2 is the rofractionof the TV sign2] from the Fr leyer of the ionosphere (about 200 
miles high), It can be predicted for in advance becouse it is coused by the sun, 
occuring at the peaks of the solar cycle of 11 yours, (Present peak '57-158) Tt is 
similer to Es, but the conditions of ionizing om charging are different, 


IONOSPHERIC SCATTER (IS) is sentter reception from the ionosphere briefly charged, 
FOPWARD SCATTER (FS) is similar te MS, but the distance of the reception is shorter 
(300.500 miles) : . : 
ANKORA INDUCED Es are distinguishod by wavy lincs, neither horizontal nor vertical 
in noture, When the aurora borealis is scen,,you mey note this type of reception, 
Fow stations have been identified by this propagation, 

Since we have very few definitions of the sbove thrce modes, we would like very
